The  large 
majority  giveu  to  Assemblyman  elect 
Thomas  McGowan  is  highly  compli  ntarj 
to  our  township,  manifesting  as  it  does, 
the  confidence  reposed  in  our  ability  to 
furnish  first-class  men  to  fill  the  public 
offices. 

A  little  matter  to  which  a  great  deal 
more  promiueuce  was  given  than  the  oc¬ 
casion  galled  for,  was  the  hatters's  vote 
This  was  represented  as  cutting  a  great 
figure.

An  interesting  account  was  given  of  tb 
snobs  whom  the  lecturer  had  met  in  other 
countries,  and  he  snobbishness  he  had 
witnessed  there,  especially  in  England 
The  numerous  amusiug  anecdotes  used  by¬ 
way  of  illustration  often  called  forth  rip¬ 
ples  of  laughter.  A  deep  impression 
made  upon  the  audience  by  the  moral  les¬ 
son  effectively  drawn  from  the  subject  by 
the  speaker. 

Blootufleid  and  Bloomfleiders, 
matter  of  courtesy,  were  declared  exempt 
by  the  speaker  from  snobbishness  in  any 
degree  whatever.  At  the  conclusion 
the  lecture  the  audience  dispersed  expres¬ 
sing  themselves  as  highly  pleased  with 
the  evening’s  entertainment.
